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Laurin sweetens loan program

QUEBEC — Camille Laurin, 
Quebec's new Minister of 
Education, announced some 
changes in the provincial loans 
and bursaries system 
yesterday, in what many feel is 
yet another move in preparation 
for the upcoming Quebec 
election. 

In his first public conference 
since his appointment to the 
ministry, Laurin revealed the 
government’s plan to im- 
plement changes in its daycare 
policy, and to give $17,000 to 
the Rassemblement des 
Associations Etudiantes 
Universitaires (RAEU). 

From now on, students who 
have receive government loans 
will not have to commence 
repayment immediately after 
graduation if they can prove 
they have actively sought 
employment. Quebec students 
who wish to study abroad will 
be eligible for special loans of 
up to $1,295 per term. 

Details of the revised 
program, budgeted at ap- 
proximately one million dollars, 
will be released soon, Laurin 
said. 

Laurin also said the ministry 
will spend $1.7 million for the 
creation of daycare centres 
across the province. Schools in 
Montreal, Quebec City and 
Longueuil will receive special 
attention. 

As well, Laurin said he 
wanted to increase student 
management and participation 
in student unions to foster "a 
spirit of collaboration" with 



other persons or institutions. 

In response to a question, 
Laurin said the adoption of the 
Projet des Reglements des 
Etudes Collégiales has been 
curtailed. The project would 
have granted more powers to 
CEGEP administrations to 
cotnrol student activities and 
expel students. The project 
would have also changed 
CEGEP curricula by increasing 
the amount of required cour- 
ses. 

The minister expressed his 
desire to be Invited to the nex- 
congress, which will be helo 
February 13-15, and to RAEU’s 
next symposium. 

In a phone Interview last 
night, Paule Duchesne' the 
ANEQ executive, said her 
association has not taken any 
decision on the matter and that 



inviting the education minister 
would create a precedent. 

In order to help RAEU 
organize its next symposium on 
a charter of rights for students, 
which will be held February 6-8, 
the Ministry of Education 
granted a $17,000 subsidy. 



professors said they believed 
that publishing such material 
might be in contravention of 
the Senate guidelines on 
disclosure of information. 

The professors referred to a 
clause which specifies which 
parts of a professor's file are 
not confidential and may be 
published. 

"The guidelines didn’t In- 
clude course evaluation, and so 
the professors said we couldn't 
publish them," said Guy 
Knowles, Law representative to 
Senate. 

"These guidelines were 
never meant to be applicable to 
course evaluations, and they're 
comparing apples and 
oranges," he said. 

The matter was referred to 
John Brierley, Dean of Law to 
decide whether the faculty 
could publish evaluation 
results or not. Brierley is ex- 
pected to report back to faculty 
council next Thursday, and is 
going to Senate Wednesday to 
ask them to clarify their 
guidelines, in order to help him 
make his decision. 

Cliff Rand, president of the 
Law Undergraduate Society 
(LUS) believes the matter 
should have stayed within 
faculty council.

Glenn believes that 
the publication of course 
evaluation results violates not 
only university regulations, but 
the Quebec charter of human 
rights. 

"I think tfie publication of 
course evaluations is a 
violation of Article 5 of the 
Quebec charter of the rights 
and liberties of the person, 
which simply states that 
everyone has a right to 
privacy,” Glenn said. 

"Students do not have a right 
recognized by law to in- 
formation relating to me or to 
the work I do because that’s an 
Invasion of privacy," he saldr 

Glenn believes that course 
evaluation results should be 
taken into account by faculty 
when considering tenure ap- 
pointments or promotions, but

Student directory 
losing its shirt

The Students' Society 
Directory, listing of’ the ad- 
dresses and phone numbers of 
undergraduate students on 
campus, will lose somewhere 
between $1000 and $1500, 
Salim Tharani, Society vp- 
Flnance, said yesterday. 

The Directory, on sale at 
Sadie’s and the McGill 
Bookstore for one dollar, was 
funded by the ’Students’ 
Society and the Arts and 
Science Undergraduate Society 
(ASUS) on the assumption that 
it was a break-oven project. 



However, sales of the project 
have not been as high as 
initially expected. So far, Just 
over 2000 of the 5000 copies 
printed have been sold. The 
break-even . point for the 
Directory Is 3700 copies. 

VWhen we made the decision 
last summer, we were assured 
by the project manager that the 
project was feasible and would 
be successful. However, this 
hasn't been the case,” said 
Tharani. 

Tharani said the Directory's 
losses would be taken out of

CUTS is a travel service 
composed of 70 student unions 
from across Canada. The group 
hopes to expand into Quebec 
starting with the establishment 
of a branch office in the 
Student Union Building. 

• According to CUTS 
representative Peter Gruer, 
"The base of our operations Is 
student travel. Our services are 
designed specifically for 
students' consumption." 

CUTS offers its own 
domestic charters and access 
to discounts on student travel 
and accommodation around 
the world. 

In a separate move, Council 
decided to table an amended 
Dally constitution which would 
croate a autonomous and in- 
corporated student newspaper. 
The major amendment in the 
autonomy proposal changed 
student representation from 
four Daily members and three 
student members-at-large, to 
an arrangement with four 
student mombers-at-large and 
three Dally representatives. The 
earlier proposal was rejected 
by Council last semester. 



"The Daily is in a negative 
position whereas in the first 
draft It was in a positive 
position,” said Patrick 
Macklem, Arts representative 
to Council and chairperson of 
the Students' Society 
Publications Board. 

"It Is the first time in 70 years 
that the McGill Daily has 
allowed its editorial material to 
be reviewed by an outside 
body,” said Dally news editor 
Brian Topp. 

Topp, who was a member of 
the committee that drew up the 
autonomy proposal, was 
referring to the right that the 
Board of Directors would have 
to enforce the Dally code of 
ethics, which Is Included in the 
proposed constitution. 

In other business, Council 
decided that the Vice-president

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Post Modem Dance :

The original focus of post- 
modern dance was pure 
movement; the primary em- 
phasis: conceptual 
frameworks, structural 
problems, and formalist issues 
which saw movement as a set 
of conditions to be further 
explored. However, in the last 
few years, experimental dance 
has shown an increasing 
concern for human feeling as 
choreographers use personal 
experiences to construct these 
same conceptual frameworks. 

Deborah Hay’s weekend 
performance at the Pavilion 
Mont Royal was a dynamic 
example of this new direction. 
She presented a solo piece 
entitled "Leaving the House" 
which meditates on movement 
pure and simple. 

The dance Is structured 
around a series of word 
Images arising from Hay's own 
personal experiences. Given 
64 specific word images such 
as "leaving the house", "short 
fat jumps", "random particle 
dance", "dance without 
focus", and "beautiful little 
animal dance", Hay tran- 
sposes each into an innate 
bodily movement. 

The beauty of the work lies 
in the way that it slows down 
our perceptions and magnifies 
ordinary motion until it is seen 
as extraordinary. Many of the 
movements created are based 
on rather mundane activities 
such as "hair wash" but, in 
the process of creating the 
image, an abstraction and 
distillation of the essentials of 
the movement as felt by Hay 
occurs. The result Is a collage 
of pure-movement phrases 
which come together as a 
complex whole.

Her movement shows in- 
credible control and 
knowledge of the body. The 
tension created by Hay 
throughout the piece, however, 
is such as to push this control 
dangerously close to its point 
of dissolution. That point, if 
ever reached, would signal the 
destruction of the dance. It is 



in this stretching of limitations 
then, that the essence of 
Hay’s dance lies. 

Hay uses the primary tools 
of the dancers — time, space, 
and weight — in a way that . 
expands and magnifies them. 
Her ability to focus energy 
holds her audience captive as 



she expands a quantum of 
time over given frames or 
spans so the viewer can sense 
and literally feel its duration. 
Much of the movement is 
slow; sometimes she seems to 
barely move. 

Hay can shift weight so 
subtly that it takes a high 
degree of concentration to see 



it.happen. She forces us to 
observe minute graduations of 
time by slowly moving her 
weight through space as In the 
deliberate lifting of a leg or 
the agonizing opening of a 
hand. The separate com- 
ponents of even the most 
natural gestures are exposed 
through her painstaking 
control. 

Nothing Hay does seems 
arbitrary. At times she moves 
as if transposed, as if some 
powerful force is expressing 
their thoughts for her to make 
visual. 

•In performance, Hay is 
accompanied by poet and 
percussionist Bill Jeffers. His 
music, when interlaced with 
personal readings, ritual 
poetry, and even simple 
silence, provides a coun- 
terpoint from which to ad- 
vance the movement 
possibilities. 

Hay has come up with 
dance that is highly innovative 
and original. It contains few 
explicit gestures that allude to 
specific or recognizable 
technique. Instead, it pushes 
the vocabulary of dance and 
choreography in new and 
exciting directions. 

On Friday, January 23, 
Simone Forti, another ex- 
ceptlonal post-modern dancer, 
will perform at Pavilion Mont 
Royal. Her movement Is based 
on studies of the relationship 
between the structures of the 
body and the forces of gravity 
and momentum...Her theory of 
dance art accepts and places 
a high value both on the real 
and the commonplace as she 
explores those Intricate 
changes that occur in familiar 
actions which, once mastered, 
go unnoticed.

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TNC Tackles Chekhov

Yells of frustration, screams 
of annoyance, and the bellow 
of false dignity are shaking 
the old timbers of Morrice 
Hall. The three Chekhovian 
farces, The Proposal, The 
Anniversary, and Swan Song 
now being presented deliver 
three fanatical scenes that 
leave you with very mixed 
feelings. 

What may bring these 
sketches together, besides a 
hint of déjà vu Is the in- 
consistency of the third farce: 
the absurdity of the first two is 
dislocated in the gloomy 
sadness of the third. 

The first farce, The 
Proposal, is the usual beat- 
around-the-bush plot. A 35- 
year-old man comes to 
propose to the old maid 
daughter of the next door 
neighbor. The Proposal never 
gets past the petty matter of 
who owns the little piece of 
property on the lot line. After 
much screaming, moaning, 
and groaning, our three our- 
trageous characters try the 
same scene over again. This 
time they never get past the 
subject of whose dog has a 
better jawline. More screaming 
and moaning ensue. The 
father proposes for the 
hysterical couple and, as the 
next argument commences, 
we hope to God they live 
happily every after. 

Despite how this sounds, 
the bickering can be trying 
after about five minutes. 

Daniel Silverberg, who plays 
Lomov, the spastic 
hypochondriac with a rubber 
face Is especially good and 
looks like one of the Marx 



brothers in costume. 

The Anniversary is another 
screamer with the same 
paranoid hypochondriac 
characteristics of the first 
play. The Bank of Russia is 
having its fifteen year an- 
niversary with the pomp and 
circumstance, speeches and 
plaques any good Russian can 
hope for. The character who 
stands out in this one is Khirn, 
the overworked clerk of the 
flaky bank president. His 
acting Is good, but his makeup 
is better. The bank president, 
in ascot and snowy white 
shirt, flutters around the office 
worrying over his anniversary 
speech. This is a neurotic play 
with neurotic characters. The 
president’s cottonheaded wife 
and the bitchy old woman 
compound Insult with injury. 

The Swan Song, not quite 
the die-hard craziness of the 
first two, is much easier to 
take. The opening is too good 
to spoil by explaining, but is 
reminiscent of the morning 
after a college party. The 
major character, Svetlovivov, is > 



played superbly by Josh 
Morris. This is like cough 
syrup to a scratchy throat.

Yells of frustration, screams 
of annoyance, and the bellow 
of false dignity are shaking 
the old timbers of Morrice 
Hall. The three Chekhovian 
farces, The Proposal, The 
Anniversary, and Swan Song 
now being presented deliver 
three fanatical scenes that 
leave you with very mixed 
feelings. 

What may bring these 
sketches together, besides a 
hint of déjà vu Is the In- 
consistency of the third farce: 
the absurdity of the first two is 
dislocated in the gloomy 
sadness of the third. 

The first farce, The 
Proposal, is the usual beat- 
around-the-bush plot. A 35- 
year-old man comes to 
propose to the old maid 
daughter of the next door 
neighbor. The Proposal never 
gets past the petty matter of 
who owns the little piece of 
property on the lot line. After 
much screaming, moaning, 
and groaning, our three our- 
trageous characters try the 
same scene over again. This 
time they never get past the 
subject of whose dog has a 
better jawline. More screaming 
and moaning ensue. The 
father proposes for the 
hysterical couple and, as the 
next argument commences, 
we hope to God they live 
happily every after. 

Despite how this sounds, 
the bickering can be trying 
after about five minutes. 

Daniel Silverberg, who plays 
Lomov, the spastic 
hypochondriac with a rubber 
face is especially good and 
looks like one of the Marx 



brothers In costume. 

The Anniversary is another 
screamer with the same 
paranoid hypochondriac 
characteristics of the first 
play. The Bank of Russia is 
having its fifteen year an- 
niversary with the pomp and 
circumstance, speeches and 
plaques any good Russian can 
hope for. The character who 
stands out in this one is Khlrn, 
the overworked clerk of the 
flaky bank president.

McGill is not yet dead. On the contrary and despite 
public opinion, the McGill community is a hotbed of 
research and ideas that range from ethnic 
nationalism to testicular feminization. While the 
latter may seem armore appropriate topic for a play 
called Mixed Marriage, ethnic nationalism is probably 
the more topical issue particularly to a certain 
English professor from Northern Ireland, California 
and Montreal. 

George Szanto, all of the above, is director of the 
Comparative Literature Programme at McGill and 
author of a new play about marriage and how it holds 
together under the impact ot language legislation in 
Quebec.

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Hyde Park Oil prophecy fulfilled 



This article was published ten years 
ago this week In the Montreal Star. 
Author Stephen Wohl says Its diagnosis 
ot Canada's energy situation has since 
proved prophetic. With no further ado, 
we give you the man himself.

We are being had. We are being 
robbed blind, and yet there is hardly a 
discernable outcry. 

Boyce Richardson’s well- 
documented article in The Star of 
December 28 reporting on a recent 
oilmen’s conference in Edmonton, gives 
the general Canadian public enough 
hard data to start even the slow ones 
among us thinking seriously about the 
imminent squandering of our national 
birthright, our vast Arctic resources. 

The oil reserve in Canada's north are 
estimated at between 100 and 155 
billion barrels. Crude oil is now selling 
In the United States at $3.50 a barrel. 
The market value of our reserves is thus 
at $350 billion. On the other hand, cost 
for exploration, development, and 
delivery can reasonably be estimated at 
no more than $100 billion, calculated as 
follows: 

Two 48-inch pipelines through the 
Mackenzie Valley extending on to the 
Chicago area, each capable of handling 
two million barrels of oil a day, would 
deliver 30 billion barrels of oil over a 
serviceable lifetime of 20 years. Mr. 
Richardson’s article quotes figures 
provided Independently by Dave 
«.Furlong, managing director of the 
•Canadian Petroleum Association, and 
R.K. Banister, chairman of the board of 
Banister Continental Corporation, 
■which place the total expense of 
getting such lines into operation at $20 
billion, Including "social development" 
— highways, airports, town sites, power 
supply, communications, etc. Ex- 
trapolating from these figures, the 
delivery of four times 30 billion barrels 
would require an investment of four 
times $20 billion, or about $80 billion 
(note that operating costs are of an 
almost negligible order of magnitude, 
once the system is functioning). 

Even that portion of Arctic oil which 
may be transported by sea would not 
significantly alter these data. The oil 
companies are today managing to bring 
oil to North America ail the way from 
the Middle East, without benefit of the 
Suez Canal, for $1.50 per barrel, in- 
cluding royalties to foreign govern- 



ments. 

Thus a conservative estimate of the 
profit to be realized over a period of two 
decades from exploitation of Canada's 
untapped oil is $250 billion ($350 billion 
net minus $100 billion expenditure). But 
the question of the hour is, who is going 
to reap those profits? 

That oil sits under federal govern- 
ment land and water — the Yukon and 
the Northwest Territories — belonging, 
at least until now, to all the Canadian 
people. Notwithstanding, Boyce 
Richardson writes: "Like other oilmen, 
Mr. Furlong wants a lot of government 
help but he doesn't want the govern- 
ment to take any financial part in the 
ownership of the business." You can 
bet your life he doesn't! And there's a 
$250 billion reason why: 

The oil that belongs to us will be 
exploited and marketed either by the 
private companies or by a government 
crown corporation. In the former case, 
the astronomical profits will accrue to 
the barons who control the companies 
(mostly American, with a few Canadian 
helpers): In the latter, the quarter of a 
trillion in profits will be allotted to 20 
million shareholders, to all the 
Canadian people, $12,500 to every man, 
woman and child in our country. 

One might say, "Of course our 
government will not allow the private 
interests to steal what Is so obviously 
ours." But when the oil companies are 
looking forward to billions (thousands 
of millions) in profits, they can afford, if 
they wish, to spread tens of millions 
under the table and . to generously . 
grease available palms. Ottawa is 
signing away exploration and ex- 
ploitation rights to thousands upon 
thousands of acres every single month. 

Just this past October, while our 
attention was conveniently focused on 
the FLQ doings, Ottawa signed away 6.3 
trillion cubic feet of our natural gas. 
Selling as it does at 50 cents per 100 
cubic feet (the average family’s monthly 
bill is $3 for 600 cubic feet), that gas Is 
worth $30 billion ($1,500 per Canadian). 
A piddling $2 billion will be realized 
from the sale, and that not by the 
Canadian people, but by the private 
companies, some of which are 
American-owned. 

That's really not a bad arrangement 
whereby an American firm that needs 
natural resources sets up a Canadian 
subsidiary, has the subsidiary take the 
resources out of Canadian soil, then In

effect sells the resources back to itself 
for the lowest price it can get away with, 
just short of scandal! 

Recognizing that Canadians are 
becoming wise to their manoeuvres, the 
private interests have of late redoubled 
their efforts on the P.R. front. They 
managed to gain enough cooperation in 
high places in Ottawa to create "Pan- 
Arctic Oils, Ltd.", 45 per cent govern- 
ment-owned, which fosters the notion 
that Canadians through their govern- 
ment are being given the privilege to 
“share” the wealth that is already 
entirely theirs. The effect of this 
company's operation is to give all the 
other companies invading the North, the 
private ones, the smoothest possible 
entrée into territories opened up by Pan- 
Arctic and the greatest possible 
leveràge on co-opted government 
functionaries. 

And then there is the current P.R. 
campaign to bring the "native peoples" 
of the North into the scheme of things. 
The logic here is that you can easily buy 
off a few Eskimos, Indians, and 
Whitehorse politicos, and thereupon 
embarrass into quiescence the liberals 
of Southern Canada who wouldn’t dare 
challenge the right of "natives" to 
govern the lands on which they live 

Whether or not private profiteers are 
allowed to rob our resources, we of the 
Canadian public, through our taxes, will 
be required by Ottawa to foot much of 
the bill until the black gold actually 
begins to flow. As Mr. Richardson says, 
the oilmen want (and are being given) “a 
lot of government help": Ottawa is 
underwriting all that "social develop- 
ment", Is providing depletion 
allowances and special writeoffs and 
assistance programs, and Is bearing the 
expense of the extraordinarily thorough 
geological surveys without which ex- 
ploration could not have reached its 
present stage. So why give the en- 
trepreneurs even a penny of the up- 
coming profits? 

I propose that Canada immediately 
throw out of business all the private 
resource developers in the Yukon and 
the Northwest Territories, nationalize 
"their" properties, and turn over to a 
new, imaginative and potent Canadian 
Arctic Development Corporation, a 
crown agency, the function of ex- 
ploiting and marketing the entire 
spectrum of resources with which our 
country’s north is so richly endowed; 



not only the oil, but also the tremen- 
dous natural gas and mineral resources 
which promise at least equal profit 
yields. The CADC would borrow capital 
on the Internalional markets, repaying 
at fixed rates of interest from the profits 
Its enterprises generate (there Is a world 
of difference between borrowing and 
the selling-out of ownership). 

"Deals" already negotiated can and 
should be disavowed until the CADC 
has taken the reins. We will then find 
Canada's resources being sold for the 
highest price that can be gotten — not, 
as now, the lowest. Would we have to 
feel guilty about being tough 
businessmen, about terminating the 
Americans’ "right" to have their left 
hand (their subsidiaries) do favors for 
their right (the parent resource- 
consuming companies)? Hell, no! Don’t 
they sell us their color television sets 
and their automatic ice cube makers for 
the highest price they can squeeze out 
of us? 

The United States needs us a lot more 
than we need the United States. The 
American economy is now on the verge . 
of energy starvation (which is why all 
the talk about "continental energy 
development"). Presently consuming 
more than five billion barrels of oil every 
year, the Americans could swallow up 
our reserves in the course of two 
decades even if their rate of con- 
sumption remained constant (it is 
actually increasing by 50 per cent every 
ten years). Their own wells, the way they 
are now being depleted, will run dry no 
later than 1990. When they are 
ultimately forced to turn to Canada, the 
laws of supply and demand could and 
should have them paying much, much 
more than $3.50 a barrel. 

We will get what we're entitled to for 
our resources, and Canada's 
shareholders will reap their $12,500 
dividend just from oil ($50,000 to our 
average four-member family), only If the 
designs of the spineless sellouts are 
obstructed. 

In short, what this country urgently 
needs Is a healthy measure of rational, 
democratic socialism. 

Editor’s- Note: Wohl hastens to point 
out that since 1971, oil prices have 
Increased more than tenfold, raising 
Canada’s potential oil losses to the 
United States Into the trillion dollar 
range. He also dismisses that the 
creation of Petro Can and the Canadian 
ownership requirements recently 
legislated by the federal government as 
"half measures", insisting that "not a 
single share of Canada’s energy 
ownership should be In foreign hands, 
period".

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Marchers defy Minister’s message 



WINNIPEG (CUP) - University 
of Winnipeg (U of W) President 
Harry Duckworth was asked 
last Wednesday by Provincial 
Minister of Education Keith 
Cosens ’to try to cancel last 
Thursday’s march on the 
legislature by U of W students, 
according to three members of 
the U of . W students’ 
association executive and 
board of directors. 

In a phone call, Cosens told 
Duckworth that funding for a 
long-awaited U of W athletic 
complex might not come from 
the government If the dem- 
onstration went on as planned, 
said the student association 
representatives, who asked not 
to be named. 

When asked If he received 
such a call, Duckworth said, "I 
don't think I would like to 
comment." 

The three sources In the 
students' association said 
Duckworth did not view this 
message from Cosens as a 
threat. 

Students’ association mem-, 
bers, however, feel Cosens' 
message represented a threat 
from the provincial government 
and severely undermined the 
university’s and students’ 
association’s autonomy. 



Student executive members 
said they would soon meet to 
discuss their response to 
Cosens’ Intervention, which 
they term “unprecedented." 

Three members of the 
students’ association 
executive were called to 
Duckworth’s office Wed- 
nesday, where Cosens' 
message was passed on to 
them, the student association 
representatives said. 

Duckworth left it up to the 
student leaders whether or not 
the demonstration would go 
ahead as planned. 

Staff In Cosens' office said 
no one was available for 
comment. 

In an emergency meeting of 
the students’ association 
Immediately after the meeting 
with Duckworth, the entire 
board was told of Cosens' 
message. They then decided to 
go ahead with the demon- 
stration. 

Students' association 
members said if the govern- 
ment took so much notice that 
they tried to get the demon- 
stration cancelled, then it 
would be worthwhile to go 
ahead with it. 

The next day 800 U of W 
students marched to the 



legislature carrying thirty 
coffins representing thirty 
courses to be cut from next' 
year’s curriculum. They were 
protesting provincial govern- 
ment restraint in funding 
universities. 

Students’ association 
president Brian Pannell said 
the message from Cosens was 
received by the students' 
association Wednesday but 
Pannell declined to say who 
originally received it. 

However, Pannell said, "The 
message was delivered us 
directly and forcefully. 

"Cosens mentioned to 
someone respected by the 
students that ... he was having 
a hard time getting the idea of 
the sports complex across to 
his colleagues and that this 
march would not help," Pannell 
told the Winnipeg Sun. 

John McMartln of the 
provincial funding body, the 
Universities Grants Com- 
mision, said, “I couldn’t say 
what an impact the demon- 
stration will have on the 
demonstration will have on the 
University of Winnipeg’s 
chances of getting funding for 
their athletic complex. We have 
not sat down and discussed it 
yet." 









Amiel eats own words 



TORONTO (CUP) — While 
Canada's media outlets are 
giving martyr status to 
Maclean’s right-wing columnist 
Barbara Amiel, some people, 
Including the Department of 
External Affairs are calling her 
actions "sheer stupidity." 

Amiel was incarcerated in 
Mozambique recently for 
having entered the country 
improperly. Once taken into 
custody Amiel said she 
destroyed any evidence that 
she was a Journalist, Including 
eating her notes. Amiel says if 
it was discovered she was a 
journalist, she would have been 
subjected to harsh treatment. 

John Saul, a professor at 
York University, describes 
Amiel as “at best, hopelessly 
naive." Saul says there is a 
“well-known structure" that 
Journalists must go through to 
enter the country. He- said 
correspondents for both the 
CBC and Maclean's have used 
these channels in the past 
without problems.^ 

Saul, who has been to 



Mozambique three times, said 
the South African-Mozambique 
border (which Amiel crossed) is 
an area of "considerable 
hostility." 

"It’s not at all surprising that 
she found herself in the shit," 
he said. 

Saul pointed out that any 
person entering a country 
Illegally, including Canada, 
would be detained. 

As for Amlel’s assertions 
that portrayed Mozambique as 
a country with many starving 
people, Saul says these 
assertions paint .a "fallacious 
picture." 

Saul suggested that Amiel's 
ill-fated visit to Mozambique 
was an attempt "to nip In for a 
short time to document her 
article," which was written 
without having toured the 
African country. 

Saul fears that Amiel's 
detention will be used to 
strengthen opinions In the 
Maclean’s article that aid to 
countries such as Mozambique 
be cut off.

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Bringing back 
the goddess

A female deity played an 
important role In Judaism at 
certain periods, according to 
Raphael Patai, a writer and 
anthropologist, who spoke at a 
Religious Studies seminar last 
week. 

The Hebrew goddess was 
worshipped in addition to a 
monotheistic god, Yahweh. The 
goddess was recognized by the 
leading priesthood, the 
government and the majority of 
people. 

"In the Bible there Is mention 
of a statue of a goddess which 
was worshipped for 240 years," 
said Patai. 

In addition to this goddess, 
who -was named Ashara, there 
was a fertility goddess named 
Astarte and another who was 
called the "Queen of Heaven." 

"Archaeologists have found 
a large number of statues of 
female goddesses in Israel," 
said Patai. "The fact that they 
were mass-produced indicates 
the Dopularity of the goddess." 

Talmudic sources mention 
statues of cherubim. The 
Jewish philosopher Philo 
believed that the figures 
represented the male and 
female aspects of God. 

The male aspect, Elohim, 
symbolized aJather figure who 
was benevolent, while the 
female aspect, Yahweh, was 
wise and authoritative. 

"In this society the husband 
was probably the person with 
the bleeding heart,” said Patai. 

The caballsts, Jewisl. 
mystics in thirteenth-century 
Spain, also believed In the 



presence of male and female 
elements In God. 

"In the divine realm there are 
no Incest laws, and the male 
and female elements existed as 
brother and sister and husband 
and wife," said Patai. 

Lawrence Kaplan, a 
professor In the Department of 
Jewish studies suggested that 
Hasidic Jews still mention 
female goddesses In various 
hymns and prayers. 

Panelists discussed whether 
the goddess should be brought 
back into contemporary 
religion. 

"Our focus should not be on 
the goddess per se," said 
Katherine Young, a Religious 
Studies professor. "It is more 
important for women to 
assume leadership roles in the 
church or temple."
